— The little 
town of Harlan, county seat of Harlan 
county, yesterday became the scene of 
the most sensational murder trial in 
its history. 

lying before the case of Dr. H. C. 
Wlnnes, Jenkins, Ky„ former Assist 
ant State Veterinarian, charged with 
the murder of Miss Lura Parsons 
Pine Mountain school teacher, last 
September, was called by \V. T. Davls- 
Clrcult CDiiri oi Harlan and 

Bell counties, the courthuusu was fill 
od with mountaineers who came from 
miles away. 

When JudKe liavis sounded hla 
gavel on tho desk, Dr Winnes acorn 
panied by his attorneys, U. C. Hall 
and Thomas Jones, took seats up In 
front. Following closely behind Dr. 
Winnes were bis wife and two daugh- 
ters. 

After the charge was read Attorney 
Jonea handed an affidavit to Judge 

Davis which contained the testimony 
of Dr. Winnes' most essential witness, 
A. n. IlrouKliton. w'ho is sick at his 
homo InJCnox county. Mr. Droushton 
was a night nuard at the Harlan coun- 
ty prison camp until two months kko 
when he waa discharged by Colonel 
C. M. Green, State Prison Inspector, 
because he conducted a quiet investi- 
gation of the murder of Miss Parsons 
Attorney Jones asked the court to 
discontinue the case until MT. Brough- 
ton should be able to attend court. 
Jiulge Davis said he could not do that 
under existing circumstances, and 
a.sked Mr. Jones when he tliouRht Mr 
Itioughton would be able to make his 
appearance. The answer of the attor 
ney was that llio witncsa might ap' 
l)ear on .Monday, .\fter considi-rable 
discussion between Attorney A. Floyd 
Uird for the commonwealth and the 
attorney for the defense, Judge Davis 
ordered the Sheriff to make prepara- 
tion for selecting the Jury. Bxamina- 
tlou of 300 taleamen from all parts of 
Harlan county will start tomorrow af- 
ternoon. 

Before dismissing the witnesses for 

the Commonwealth and defense. Judge 

Davis read the contents of tho alTidavIt 
of Mr. liroiiKhton. In the document 
.Mr. nrounhton said that lie would tes- 
tify that the prisoners at the Harlan 
('(unity I'rison Camp were ailiiwcil to 
travel unaccompanied about the coun- 
try. Ho further said that the officer 
on guard at the prison camp made no 
efforts to find the party responsible 
for the murder of Mln Parson. 

Mr. Broughton said he also would 
testify that five minutes after Miss 
Parson passed the prison camp, two 
negroes, unaccompanied, went up the 
trail and remained away for an hour 
and a half. These ncKroea had no duty 
In tho vicinity. Mr, UroiiKhloii said. 

In conchisioii .Mr, nronnhtciii's alli- 
davit said that he was discliarned aa 
night guard lu'caiiai- ho was iiivosti- 
gatlDg the murder among the con- 
victs.

LININE THE lOONOOLAST. 

For two yi'iirs past the socialist parties nil over the world iiavt' 
been incliucd to follow the political fortunes of Lenine, TroUtky ami 
company with sympat lietin interest. This was as long as the Bol- 
«he^i8t regime was a iiu'i-f csiMTinu-nl. cMi-ricil on sevt-riil hiiiidrcd or 
aeveral thousand miles from the various socialist centers. If the ex- 
periment succeeded, so much the bctte rfor socialism in general. If 
it failed, so imieli the worse for llie IJiissImii mudjik, the "corpus 
vile" at whose expense it was being carried out. 

Then Lenine reversed the roles. He founded the third interna 
tionnle .aeeeptniice of which was to the neid tost of pure soeialism all 
over the world- it was to become the center, tiie rulinR hody, and its 
precepts were to be accepted by socialists nil over tlie woi hi. Those 
who failed to do so wore to be placed beyond the pale, as little better 
than the allies (.f the liatcd bourRoise. But when the socialist parties 
in the various ])arts of the world regard the devastation T.eniiie lins 
worked in their ranks they may be forgiven for believing in their 
lum that the Russian leader is working in the interest of the hated 
capitalists. 

The exploits of Carl Liebknecht and the other leaders of the 
5<partacus, of Bolshevist movement in Germany did more to consolid- 
ate the lioursoise parties in OermiUiy than all the jiropaganda of 
Count Kevcutlow and the other leaders of I'ru.ssian .lunkerism. In 
France Lenine has split the socialist party hopelessly in two. thus 
diminishing its influence by fifty ]ier eont. The victory of Bolshevism 
at the congress of Tours has been a boomerang of the worst kind and 
has caused the General Confederation of Labor, the most powerful 
labor organization in Prance, to line up solidly against the Moscow 
regime. 

And not it is the tuni of the Italian soeialists. The seventeenth 
national congress, about to be held at Leghoi-n, gave Lenine oppor- 
tunity for yet another pronuneiaraento. His wireless dispatch to 
the Italian soeialists proves bi mto he a hopeless "doctrinaire." in- 
capable of learning anything or of forgetting anything. It spite ot 
the object lessons of Germany and Prance, he still thinks he can lay 
down the l;:\v to soeialism throughout the world and hnrl anathema 
at all who refuse to accept his dictum. 

In this dispatch, signed by Lenine, Trotzk>', Zinovieflf. Buk- 
arin and Bela Knii, llie fonner Bolshevist diet.Ttivi- in Ilnntfary, the 
Moscow soviet denounces the concentration gronj* led by .Serrati. 
The split between that t'ronp and the revolutionary winu has already 
cost the socialist party its supremacy in the municipalities of Kome, 
Florence, Genoa and Turin. .\ complete schism, such as is now im- 
pending as the result of tiie Leuinp intervention, would probably be 
the Waterloo of the parliamentary socialist party, which counts 150 
members, if the astute Signor Giolitti should profit by their dinsions 
to spring a general election on the country. — Washington Post.

The government of Austria has informed the Allies that it must 
turn over affaire to the reparations commission. Conditions have 
reached .such ,a hopeless stage that no government can live. Austria, 
containing barely seven million jieople, almost one-third of whom 
are in the onee proud city of Vienna ; dethroned,' dispossessed, strip- 
ped of territory and resources, asTricnltural and mineral; with her 

trade and communic.-itions destroyed; witli shattered i ide: with 

enemies on every side; with mined credit, dclmscd eiini m y, iuk' 
empty treasury, shivering and starving, abandons hope and ceases to 
struggle. 

Vienna, onee one of the world's most bi-.-nitifnl and brilliant cap 
itals, is a dead city- ^lultitudes of her little children are perishing 
but for American charity. Her arteries have been tied off, her lif 
blood has ceased to flow. Tho\isands once prosperous, many once 
rioh, now shiver in the cold and survive by a miracle on food rations 
handed out at relief kitchens. 

The war debt of tbe country is more than its entire wenlih. The 
sum of .t2.">0,000.n(»(i is immediately required to save the .sitiuilion. 
"WMe already, since the armistice, in addition to $48,000,000 worth 
of food from this country, .+'2."),fl(H\f)fiO has been advanced by the 
United States as a loan, and a similar sum by Great Britain. Den- 
mark, Holland and Switzerland, a total of .*lL'.'i,000,0(iil. 

France has confessed her inability to render any further finan- 
cial aid. The reparations commission is turning this way and that 
for aasirtanee, and the lO'ospi cts ai-e sul'li<MeMtly diseourai^iii<;. 

The Allies are responsible for the plight of Austria, which may 
well eventuate in one of the worst tragedies of modem history. 

They insisted upon tlu ilismeiidiernient of the Aiislro-lliniffarian 
Empire. It was consequently broken up, each bleeding part a frag- 
ment of a vait eeonomic unit, which, when divided imffered from in- 
anition. 

It was also insisted that Austria should not unite with (iermany, 
which was the natural and rational solution of the problem. Now the 
only suggestion that is offered in settlement of the question is that 
a Dannbian confederation be organixed. It is a pro.iect purely 
chimerical. 

Tbe predicament of Austria is another illustration of the utter 
unfitness of the statesmen who organised the Big Fovr, and fixed in 

secret the boundaries of nations and planned the suporKovemiBent of 
the world, for the task with whieli they were confronted.
